CITY ELIGIBLE FOR NEW 
AUTOMATIC ALERT SYSTEM 


John Conzelman has accepted 
chairmanship of finance, and 
Mrs. Randolph Parker of pub¬ 
licity, on the Educational Re¬ 
search Committee, it was an¬ 
nounced this week by Severin 
Sorenson, ERC chairman. 

The next meeting of ERC is 
scheduled for Tuesday, Jan. 6, 
to continue a general discus¬ 
sion of school plans for the fu¬ 
ture, and the setting up of 
working committees. 

All interested citizens are 
encouraged to attend these 
meetings. 


Only one swift spin of a spe¬ 
cial four-color dial is now need¬ 
ed to flash an air raid alert 
simultaneously to the 57 cities 
of Los Angeles and Orange 
counties. Although not yet 
equipped for an official an¬ 
nouncement, Sierra Madre is 
eligible for this service. 

Activation on Monday (Dec. 
29) of the new warning sys¬ 
tem, known as “Bell and 
Lights,” was announced by Er¬ 
nest S. Dixon, regional coordi¬ 
nator for the State Office of 
Civil Defense. The system has 
been installed and will be 
maintained by the Office of 
Civil Defense, Dixon said. 

Developed by Bell Telephone 
Laboratories at the request of 
the Federal Civil Defense Ad¬ 
ministration, “Bell and Lights” 
takes the place of the slower 
private telephone-line alerting 
procedure used during World 
War II. 

A four-color dial, kept under 
lock and key to prevent acci¬ 
dental flashing of an alert, has 
been placed at Civil Defense 
control dial headquarters in 
this region. It is connected by 
one-way telephone circuits 
with all of the regional Civil 
Defense organization. 

The dial’s four-colors are 
yellow, to indicate the approach 
of unidentified air craft; red, to 
signal an imminent attack; 
which, to denote all clear, and 
blue, which is reserved for pos¬ 
sible later use if another alert¬ 
ing signal becomes necessary. 

If the “real thing” ever oc¬ 
curs, the alert will be received 
at control dial headquarters 
from the Air Defense Command 
and will go forth instantane¬ 
ously to all Bell and Lights 
users. 

The warning system is avail¬ 
able to schools, utilities, hos¬ 
pitals, industry and govern¬ 
ment agencies.

The fire alarm that sounded 
at 3:30 o’clock Christmas morn¬ 
ing was for the residence of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Porter Byrne at 
235 S. Baldwin. Most of the in¬ 
terior of the house, built in 
1887, was burned or blackened 
by the fire. The living room 
section, where the blaze started 
in a couch, was completely de¬ 
stroyed. 

The fire was discovered by 
the Byrne’s 16-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, Mary Helen, as she awak¬ 
ened to the blazing interior 
from an adjoining bedroom. 
She and her parents barely had 
time to escape the buring room 
by making an exit at the rear 
of the home. 

Truman Byrne, a son, home 
on furlough from his service 
with the US Air Force at 
Wichita Falls, Texas, was 
asleep In a separate dwelling 
behind the house. He had ar¬ 
rived here Dec. 22 for the holi¬ 
days. 

The Sierra Madre Volunteer 
Fire Department extinguished 
the fire before it collapsed the 
house or spread to neighboring 
homes. Of the few belongings 
that were saved, Mary Helen 
saw to it that all the Christmas 
presents were put out a window 
before she left the house. 

Porter Byrne, who had been 
working long hours during the 
Yuletide, has been with the 
Post Office here since Feb. 1, 
1938. He came here from El 
Paso, Texas, where he first en¬ 
tered the US Postal Service in 
July, 1925. 


Sierra Madre’s Red Feather 
Community Fund Campaign 
has found so little response in 
certain sections that it may be 
necessary to cut down individ¬ 
ual allotments to the local or¬ 
ganizations that benefit from 
the campaign.

Dr. Milton Valois, member of 
the Kiwanis Club which spon¬ 
sors the Red Feather Campaign, 
says that the club will extend 
its drive to raise the $6000 in 
hopes that all these groups 
may receive the allotments 
which they have been counting 
on so heavily. 

Knox I-Iagar, new president 
of the Kiwanians, says that an¬ 
other $1500 is needed to accom¬ 
plish the goal. 

According to Dr. Allan J. Bur¬ 
gess, chairman of the Kiwanis 
Community Fund Committee, 
the sum of $6000 is low com¬ 
pared to the goals set by other 
cities approximately the same 
size as Sierra Madre. He also 
points out that, instead of send¬ 
ing some of the money to or¬ 
ganizations outside the town as 
some cities do, the money rais¬ 
ed in Sierra Madre is spent for 
organizations that contribute to 
the improvement of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. 

The Kiwanis Club believes 
the Red Feather Community 
Fund Campaign should be con¬ 
tinued. 


Civic Club To 
Aid March of 
Dimes Drive 


‘Abdul’ Draws 
Big Applause 
New Masonic Among Floats 
Officials To 
Be Installed 


The 1953 March of Dimes 
campaign will be launched Fri¬ 
day, Jan. 2, in Sierra Madre and 
Los Angeles County in joining 
the nation’s fight against polio, 
following the worse polio year 
on record. 

The local campaign, sponsor¬ 
ed by Sierra Madre's Civic Club, 
is under the leadership of Mrs. 
A1 Stirton, 390 W. Highland. 
Members of the club will in¬ 
stall donation containers at 
strategic locations in Sierra 
Madre, to be backed by a direct 
mail campaign to individual 
residents. 

No quota has been set in Si¬ 
erra Madre, for it is not the 
policy of the March of Dimes 
to set quotas, but last year the 
local drive netted more than 
$2000, and the Civic Club is 
hoping to pass that mark again 
this year. 

“Los Angeles suffered its 
second worst polio year, with 
one case reported every two 
hours in the month of October 
alone,” Mrs. Stirton says. “A 
total of $924,085.31 was spent in 
the past year to care for 1516 
local victims of the disease.” 

Throughout the nation, a new 
high of more than 55,000 cases 
was added to the already heavy 
backlog of 58,000 receiving 
March of Dimes aid, she point¬ 
ed out. To meet staggering 
needs, the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis has 
piled up a debt of $7,000,000 
which must be met in the com¬ 
ing March of Dimes drive. 

“As scientists approach clos¬ 
er to the conquest of polio, the 
disease is raging with increas¬ 
ing savagery,” she declared. 
“We now stand on the very 
threshold of victory over polio, 
but unless sufficient funds are 
forthcoming, we will falter.” 

Contributions to the March of 
Dimes are a triple thrust 
against polio, Mrs. Stirton ex¬ 
plained. R e s e a r.ch, education 
and patient care are provided 
by the Foundation. 


Life Is Not All Roses For 
Tournament of Roses Girls 


Echoes of the past and 
glimpses of the future were 
highlighted in the colorful 
Tournament of Roses floral pa¬ 
rade in Pasadena on New 
Year's Day, with Sierra Madre’s 
float, “Abdul A-bul-bul A-mir,” 
drawing a good share of the 
applause. Sierra Madre was 
further represented by the love¬ 
ly Diane Armstrong, one of the 
Princesses aboard the Queen’s 
float. 

Harking back to the first 
Tournament, 64 years ago, 
when the afternoon was spent 
in chariot racing, the parade 
opened at 9:15 a.m. with a 
replica of an ancient chariot, 
drawn by four white horses 
with white leather harness. 

Calvin and Cloyce McClean, 
who sounded the trumpets an¬ 
nouncing the approach of the 
parade, were dressed in red and 
white Tournament colors as 
was John Wilks, who drove the 
chariot. 

Staying with the tradition, 
the parade closed with a circus 
calliope which was originally 
built for a Mississippi river 
steamboat and was used in 
many circuses before it was re¬ 
tired to a museum.
